One of the most grewsome affairs 
that has ever happened in this com 
munity was the murder of Mr*. Liz 
zie Martin, better known as Jackson 
by Grant Hooven, who then commit 
ted suicide with the same weapon, a 
shot gun. 
Something like a year ago Hooven 
and his wife separated, Mrs. Hooven 
going to relatives in Illinois. 
It 
is 
surmised that 
Mrs. Martin-Jackson 
was the cause of the separation, as 
since that time Hooven and the wo­ 
man were together 
often. 
Hooven 
was of a jealous disposition and dur 
ing the past week 
made 
frequent 
threats to kill the woman and 
him 
self. 
He went so far 
as to request 
that both bodies be buried 
in 
the 
Hooven lot in the Sikeston Cemetery. 
Monday afternoon Mrs. Martin at­ 
tended a cock fight at or near Parma 
in company with two men and a wo­ 
man and were late 
in 
returning, 
which incensed Hooven to such a de­ 
gree that he secured a shotgun 
and 
meeting Mrs. Martin about 7:30 fired 
one load that struck her just below 
and to the back of the ear, and was 
so close to her that the entire top of 
her head was blown 
off. 
Then 
he 
placed the stock of the gun on 
the 
ground, placed his forehead < to 
the 
muzzle and pulled the trigger 
with 
his finger, blowing the entire top of 
his head off. 
Two more shells 
were found 
in 
Hooven’s coat pocket and they were 
loaded with No. 2 shot. 
Hooven was born in Kentucky 
50 
years ago and had lived in Southeast 
Missouri for many years. The wom­ 
an was 35 years of Ige. 
The bodies were taken to the Welsh 
Undertaking 
Parlors, 
where they 
were prepared for burial. It waa not 
deemed advisable by the coroner to 
hold an inquest as there was no ques­ 
tion as to how they came 
to 
their 
deaths. 
The body of Hooven was buried in 
the Sikeston Cemetery at 2:30 Wed­ 
nesday afternoon, Rev. Finis 
Jones 
officiating. 
The body of Mrs. Martin was bur 
ied in Memorial Park Cemetery, the 
same hour, the same afternoon, Jno 
B. Hoffman, officiating.

A TASK FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


The Mississippi River flood disaster 
has reacher proportions where gov­ 
ernment financng fo relief operations, 
in addition to private aid, appears to 
be imperatively needed. 
With 
new' 
breaks in levees being reported daily 
along the lower river, and the home­ 
less now totaling more than 250,000, 
the task of caring for and rehabilita­ 
ting the refugees needs more financial 
assistance than even 
the 
generous 
American people can give. It has be­ 
come a national disaster and, there­ 
fore, a national 
and 
governmental 
problem. 
Seed and live stock 
have 
been destroyed and must be replaced. 
Buildings must be repaired or rebuilt 
altogether. 
Levees must be 
recon­ 
structed. 
Land in many places must 
he drained and got back in condition. 
Contamination of water supply and 
delayed planting 
will 
mean 
actual 
suffering on the part of 
thousands 
unless greater provision is made 
to 
care for this stricken population 
at 
once. 
It is too enormous a task for 
private aid or for the individual stat­ 
es affected by it. 
If ever there was need 
of 
actual 
government financial 
help 
in 
any 
great disaster in the United States it 
is now. 
And if that aid can be given 
only by calling a special session 
of 
Congress to make the necessary ap­ 
propriation, it 
ought 
to 
be 
done. 
There will, it is annuonced, be a half­ 
billion dollar surplus in the 
United 
States Treasury by June 30. 
What 
American citizen would begrudge the 
cost of a brief special session of Con­ 
gress and an adequate appropriation 
out of this superabundance? 
Presi­ 
dent Coolidge rejected the suggestion 
of Senator Robinson of Arkansas that 
a special session be called, but 
that 
was before the flood 
disaster 
had 
reached its present proportions. Now, 
with a great part 
of the 
nation’s 
greatest agricultural 
region facing 
destitution and want, there ought to 
be a reconsideration of the decision. 
The St. Louis Star, at the 
begin 
ning of this catastrophe, pointed out 
editorially that there could be no in 
surance against repetition 
of 
this 
flood 
unless 
engineers 
devised 
stronger and better type of levee than 
the old-time earth embankment. That 
editorial opinion is now reinforced by 
the 
statements 
of 
engineers who 
have observed flood conditions. The 
development of this protection is also 
a task for the 
federal 
government 
that ought to be undertaken at once. 
Congress should provide for immedi 
ate study of protection measures that 
will safeguard the Mississippi Valley 
region forever fi*om the same 
or 
greater disaster. 
Work 
should 
be 
started on these protection measures 
as soon as a survey can be completed. 
It should not be left to the individual 
states or to local levee boards, which 
have shown their inadequacy. 
The American people are rich and 
generous. 
President 
Coolidge 
has 
asked for ten millions for Red Cross 
work and it doubtless will be forth­ 
coming. 
St. Louis, 
the 
metropolis 
and trade capital of this region, has 
given ungrudgingly. 
But in 
asking 
the people to shoulder this 
burden, 
the federal government is shirking its 
own task. 
If it had exercised proper 
supervision in the first place the pres 
ent disaster would not have occurred. 
The 
government 
therefore 
should 
remedy what government neglect has 
caused. 
It should do for the stricken 
people of the 
Mississippi 
lowlands 
what this government has done, 
in 
directly, for people of war-torn Eu­ 
rope. 
There now 
is 
rehabilitation 
needed, at home. —St. Louis Star.

COOLIDGE WILL SEND 
ENGINEERS TO SOUTH 


Washington, May 3.—Acting upon 
the request of President Coolidge, the 
Engineer Corps of the army, in 
Co­ 
operation with the Mississippi 
River 
Commission, will enter 
immediately 
upon the making of a comprehensive 
engineering study of 
the 
problems 
that have arisen as a result of 
the 
Mississippi River 
flood, 
and 
will 
make a special report to the president 
in advance of the assembling of 
the 
next Congress. 
The president, evidently impressed 
with the need for legislation to meet 
the further problem in the Mississippi 
basin, will make a study of this spec­ 
ial report preparatory to making re­ 
commendations to 
Congress. 
When 
he is through with the report he will 
submit it to Congress for its study. 
The survey will be started soon af­ 
ter Secretary of War Davis, who will 
accompany Secretary 
of 
Commerce 
Hoover to the flood 
area 
tomorrow' 
night, arrives on the scene and has a 
onference with the engineering 
au­ 
thorities in that section. 
The president is not expecting 
at 
this time to make a personal inspec­ 
tion of the Mississippi country. W’hile 
discussing the question with 
callers 
today he doubted very much whether 
such a mission on his part would be 
of any great value. It is questionable 
if he would be able to see very much 
of the actual flood itself and he is in­ 
clined to feel there is little he could 
learn that could not be obtained from 
others if he remained here in Wash­ 
ington. 
The president let is be known today

ed his faith in the American public 
and reminded those to whom he was 
talking about the

raised $11,000,000 for the Red Cross 
relief work following the most recent

0 START IN WEEKS 


Cairo, 111., May 1.—Work 
on 
the 
13,000,000 traffic bridge 
across 
the 
Mississippi River at Cairo 
will 
be 
started within the next three weeks 
if the rivers here continue te fall at 
the 
present 
rate. 
Engineers 
are 
here now, clearing up some 
of 
the 
preliminary details necessary before 
actual construction is begun. 
It had been planned to start 
con­ 
struction 
on 
the approaches 
two 
weeks ago, but the high stages of the 
Mississippi River prevented it. 
The high water showed the need in 
Southern Uinois and Southeast Mis­ 
souri and of thousands of tourists for 
the immediate construction 
of 
the 
bridge. Had the bridge been complet­ 
ed and the new embankment of Illi­ 
nois State Highway No. 2 in use, the 
worst high water in history would not 
have interrupted traffic between the 
Southern and Northern states 
thru 
the Cairo gateway. 
The contracts for the building 
of 
the Cairo bridge have been authoris­ 
ed closed, according 
to 
a 
message 
from Jack Shinners of the H. M. Byl- 
lesby & Co. of Chicago, one of the fi­ 
nancial backers of the project. J. A. 
J. Waddell of New York, the engineer 
who designed and 
will 
build 
the 
structure to the American Bridge Co. 
and for the substructure to the Mis­ 
souri Valley Bridge and Iron Co. 
The contracts provide that the Fed­ 
eral Securities Corporation and H. M. 
Byllesby & Co. will underwrite 
$2^ 
000,000 iA the first 
mortgage 
bonds 
and $5wT(KK) 
of 
debenture 
bonds 
when the first 25 per cent payment on 
the preferred stock 
subscription 
of 
$600,000 by 
the Cairo 
intersts 
is 
made. 
Observation of 
conditions 
during 
the high water may lead 
to 
some 
changes in the bridge design. 
A dirt 
approach on the Illinois side is pro­ 
vided in the present designs, but sug­ 
gestions now are made that steel and 
concrete approaches would be better. 
Any consideration of change in 
the 
design, however, is 
not expected to 
cause delay in starting work. 
Engineers making a survey of the 
district surrounding Cairo during the 
flood stages of the river are empha­ 
sising the absolute necessity of 
the 
bridge at Cairo. 
For 
two 
weeks, 
when the rivers were riding at crest, 
there wasn’t a place 200 miles north 


or south of Cairo where traffic could 
cross the Mississippi, all roads to fer­ 
ry landings being under water. 
Except for a few days, north

south travel across

River between Missouri 
and Illinois 
at Cairo was maintained. 
When back 
water south of Mounds, 111., covered 
a detour of State Highway No. 2, 
Cairo ferryboats bridged the gap by

When the goslings are raised in 
brooders they must be closed up at 
night for the first two or three weeks.

During Course of Year 
What one good hen eats In a year 
was shown by the poultry department 
of the Minnesota College of Agricul­ 
ture in an exhibit at the Minnesota 
state fair. 
Of scratch grain she con­ 
sumes 20 pounds cracked corn, 10 
pounds oats, 10 pounds barley. 
Her 
laying mash, which is fed In a hopper, 
totals 8 pounds each of corn meal, 
ground oats, wheat bran, wheat mid­ 
dlings, and beef scraps with the addi­ 
tion of 1 per cent charcoal and 1 per 
cent salt. 
She eats 4 pounds of oys­ 
ter shells and 2 pounds of grit fed 
separately In a hopper. Her feed bill 
totals $15.23 a year. 
If she eats she must more than pay 
her board bill, says the poultry de­ 
partment, and they showed the yearly 
egg production of four different b en s: 
1, pays board and little more; 2, pays 
board and 00 cen ts; 8, pays board and 
$1.80; 4, pays board and $4.70.

AMERICA ONE HUNDRED 
AND FIFTY YEARS AGO 


Philadelphia, 
April 
29, 
1777.— 
Richard Henry Lee has this day for­ 
warded to General Washinton and to 
Thomas Jefferson many valuable bits 
of information which have come 
to 
him from his brother Arthur, one of 
America’s commissioners 
in France. 
Mr. Richard Henry Lee has received 
the news in his capacity as a member 
of the committee of secret corre­ 
spondence. 
Mr. Arthur Lee 
reports 
that news has reached him from a 
confidential correspondent that 10,000 
Germans are 
already 
engaged 
by 
England to join the king's forces 
in 
America, and ships sent to convey 
them. The number of newly 
raised 
British troops cannot exceed 
10,000 
and those very indifferent but much 
is expected in England from 
their 
being sent early. 
Boston, says 
Mr. 


Lee, is certainly to be attacked in the 
spring. General Burgoyne is to com­ 
mand. 
General Howe will probably 
turn against Philadelphia. 
Richard Henry Lee informs Gener­ 
al Washington that he 
thinks 
this 
plan of dividing their force highly ad­ 
vantageous for us. 
In his letter 
to 
Mr. Jefferson, Mr. Lee remarks that 
the slow assembling of our army pre­ 
vents any attempt from us upon the 
enemy, and will furnish them an op­

For those who have the care of the 
sick and convalescent, food Is a most 
Important Item to 
consider. 
Broth is a liquid 
c o n t a i n i n g the 
juice of the solu­ 
ble parts of meat 
and bene 
which 
have been extract­ 
ed by long cook­ 
ing. When cold, It 
Is more or less solid, according to the 
gelatinous nature of the Ingredients. 
The chief object in making broth Is 
to obtain the largest amount of nutri­ 
ment from the meat, so we cut it into 
■mall pieces to have as much surface 
as possible to come In contact with 
the water. Soaking In cold water and 
then bringing to a simmering point 
draws out the flavor. A tightly cov­ 
ered kettle which will retain as much 
as possible of the steam Is desirable, 
otherwise much of the flavor is lost by 
evaporation. 
Mutton Broth.—Mutton broth Is the 
accepted kind for the Invalid. Wipe a 
piece of the neck 
weighing two 
pounds, cut off aH the skin and fat 
and cut the meat into smalt pieces. 
Put the bones and meat into a kettle, 
add cold water and let stand an hour 
to extract the juices. Heat gradually 
to the boiling point, season with salt 
and pepper and simmer for two houra, 
but do not allow to boll. Remove the 
fat and strain through a coarse sieve. 
Serve hot. 
Beef Broth.—-Cut three pounds of 
solid beef from the shin or shotflder 
, Into

pieces,

bone Into an earthen jar, cover with 
I cold water and bring to the simmer­ 
ing point; cook twelve hours In a 
■low oven. Strain, season, and when 
cold, remove the fHt Serve cold as 
Jolly or heat nnttl Just melted and 
palatably hot, as boiling Injures Its 
value. 
Egg Broth.—Beat the white and 
yolk of an egg separately, add the 
yolk to a cupful of hot beef broth, 
attrrlng constantly. Add salt And fold 
In the egg white, reheat carefully and 
serve hot. 
Three tablespoonfuls of rice or bar­ 
ley may be added to the mutton or 
beef broth; cook until the grains are 
tender.

Two things hampering profits to 
creameries and cream patrons are tha 
low grade of butterfat sent to the 
creameries and small amount per 
patron. 
'•These two things prevent 
the 
creameries from paying about five 
cents per pound more than they do 
pay for butterfat,” says W. L. Cleven­ 
ger, specialist In dairy manufacturing 
at the North Carolina State college. 
“There are a large number of patrons 
who sell Ires than 200 pounds of but­ 
terfat annually. It costs just as much 
to collect, weigh, test and otherwise 
handle a small quantity of cream as it 
does to handle a larger amount It is 
a general rule that the smaller the 
amount of cream produced on a farm 
each day, the poorer the quality, be­ 
cause of the longer period between de­ 
liveries and the less care and atten­ 
tion given the cream while It Is on 
the farm.” 
Those creameries' which are now 
making the best"'grade of butter, man­ 
ufacturing it at the lowest cost per 
pound and selling the product for 
the highest market price, are the ones 
which get an average of 1,000 pounds 
of fat per farm, states Mr. Clevenger. 
This means that the product from five 
cows, each producing as much as 200 
pounds of fat per year, is being sold. 
Under such conditions, the cream­ 
eries can operate most profitably and 
the patrons also get a profit from 
their dairying. The average return la 
about five to ten dollars per cow per 
month.

Clevenger 
states 
that 
the 
creamertre of North Carolina are pro­ 
ducing an excellent product, but It 
could be made still better. There are 
some farmers who are making money 
by shipping cream, but 
more are 
needed. There are too many farmers 
supplying cream- who keep only one 
or two cowa. If the unprofitable covfa 
were weeded out and the whole mat­ 
ter put on s business basis, cream 
production 
would 
soon become a 
source of real wealth in the state.

“It is common knowledge,” Doctoi 
Mohler said, “that the great Southwest 
can produce almost unlimited quanti­ 
ties of cattle and other live stock 
when the market Incentive Is suffi­ 
cient.” 
He then pointed out the im­ 
portance of using past experience as 
a general basis of planning for ths 
future, but he urged stock owners In 
making definite plans to utilize mors 
fully public information that can be 
had for the asking; food habits of the 
public, the extent of Imports and ex­ 
ports, and other influences must be 
reckoned wjth in the business of meat 
production. 
Live stock owners were urged to 
study the research and experimental 
work which the federal and state gov­ 
ernments are doing and to become 
more familiar with laws and regula­ 
tions for the protection of the indus­ 
try. 
Doctor Mohler referred to a re­ 
cent compilation giving latest informa­ 
tion on the production, consumption 
and foreign trade in meat, afid cited 
the interest which the meat trade had 
shown In obtaining copies at once for 
distribution 
among 
its 
members.

Give Attention to Hog 
Houses and Equipment 
Hog housing and feeding equipment 
needs more attention in the live stock 
program on many farms, in the opin­ 
ion of W. A. Foster, of the farm me­ 
chanics department, college of agri­ 
culture, University of Illinois. A san­ 
itary, comfortable place for farrowing 
starts the pigs right, giving them vigor 
and health during this critical period 
of their life. Then spacious, clean, 
well-lighted 
quarters 
during 
their 
growing and maturing periods Insure 
vigorous growth and maximum gains, 
he said. 
Feeding equipment, such as sanitary 
watering conveniences and self-feed­ 
ers, not only saves* labor for the at­ 
tendant, but permits a balanced ra­ 
tion and unhampered gains in plac­ 
ing palatable food before the animals 
at all times. 
In the housing of swine two general 
methods are used. The community 
house and the movable colony house. 
Each has merit as well as faults. In 
the community housing system, the 
care is confined to a single building, 
thereby reducing the labor and atten­ 
tion. It is a simple matter to heat 
this type of house. 
The disadvantage 
is in expense of building and the 
added risk from contagion. 
The movable colony house has be­ 
come extremely popular since it lends 
itself to the swine sanitation system. 
A hog house to be successful must 
provide comfort for the animals and 
it must be convenient for the attend­ 
ant. It should be simple to build and 
strong to withstand rough usage. 


Development Big Factor 
in Breeding the Gilts 
Development perhaps, more than 
age, is the controlling factor in deter­ 
mining tfie time in a gilt’s life at which 
she may be bred. 
A good growthy 
gilt of seven or eight months may 
make a, much fcettex mother than a 


poorly developed, underfed one of ten 
months or a year. 
As soon as a gilt 
has reached the stage where the de­ 
mands of raising a little will not seri­ 
ously affect her future usefulness 
«he can safely be bred.

Dusting Has Been Found to 
Be Practical. 


Among the Important tasks in car­ 
ing for the garden la spraying. Com­ 
plicated and bulky contrivances art 
not always necessary. Dusting has 
been found to be practic al and a very 
convenient way of getting rid of en­ 
cumber beetles, potato bugs or worms. 
The Ohio experiment station was 
the flret institution to make known 
the fact that a combination of one 
pound of calcium arsenate and twenty 
pounds of gypsum not only controlled 
the cucumber beetle but also made 
possible Increased yield of cucumbers. 
The farmers first used sacks for ap­ 
plying the dust and later Improved 
on this method. Backets with holes 
punctured through the bottoms over 
which loose boards are placed so that 
when the pails are given u slight ro­ 
tating Jerk the dust works Its way 
through the perforations and drops on 
the plants are often used. 
Some farmers have used combina­ 
tions of calcium arsenate and nicotine 
sulphate with gypsum. By this means 
increased efficiency Is secured and 
aphids as well as leaf-eating Insects 
are controlled. 
Agricultural gypsum serves as an 
excellent carrier of various other In­ 
sect poisons. Combinations with parls 
green and nicotine sulphate are fre­ 
quently used with telling effect, and In 
some cases agricultural gypsum is 
used alone as a repellant of worms, 
leaf eaters and plant lice. 


Close Scrutiny Needed 
to Detect Cattle Mange 
Acting on statements from the leath­ 
er trade, which reports serious losses 
In hides owing to denmdectic mange, 
the bureau of animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, has 
requested Its Inspectors throughout 
the country to be on the alert in de­ 
tecting this ailment. 
Demodectic or follicular mange, as 
the same trouble is sometimes called, 
affects principally cattle, hogs and 
goats, though sheep and horses are 
sometimes attacked by the mange 
mites. 
One tanner reported that from 
4 to 85 per cent of hides from year­ 
ling cattle showed visible injury from 
mange. 
Since the external lesions in live 
animals are often small, obscure, and 
covered b^ hair, the symptoms and di­ 
rect economic losses are not pro­ 
nounced. This may explain why farm­ 
ers and even veterinarians may not 
have become adept In detecting the 
lesions and recognizing their true na­ 
ture. 
As a means of determining the ex­ 
tent and distribution of this live stock 
ailment, the bureau of animal indus­ 
try has Instructed its Inspectors sta­ 
tioned at public stockyards to furnish 
monthly reports showing the number 
and species of animals examined and 
the degree of Infection found. Other 
persons Interested may obtain from 
the department, on request, directions 
for detecting demodectic mange In 
live stock and for obtaining and mail­ 
ing samples of mites, eggs, and secre­ 
tions 
for 
laboratory 
examination. 
The studies are Iwdug conducted by 
the zoological division, bureau of an­ 
imal industry, United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. 


Protect Trees Against 
Depredations of Mice 
Field mice may seriously damage 
fruit trees if other food materials be- 
onie scarce. 
They girdle the truuks 
and sometimes the* larger roots where 
they are close to the surface of the 
ground. Old trees as well as young 
trees frequently fall victim of their 
lepredations. 
One plan used by orehardlsts to pre­ 
vent mouse damage is to rake grass 
ind other rubbish away from the tree 
trunk for a radius of three feet.

In Spring Cut Out and 
Bury Raspberry Canes 
The way black raspberries propa­ 
gate Is this: Late In the season, Sep­ 
tember and October, some of the new 
shoots bend over until they touch the 
ground and the tips take root, form­ 
ing new plants. 
These may be left where they grew 
until the following spring, when the 
parent cane Is cut off just a few Inches 
above the new plant and you have a 
new stock of plants. The old fruiting 
plants never sucker, but a sufficient 
number of new shoots, later called 
canes, come up each year to form a 
new bush. 
As soon as the berry season Is over 
or the following spring, cut out and 
burn all canes which have borne fruit. 
These are all through, will never bear 
again and If not removed will stand as 
dead brush. Many growers leave them 
until spring to help hold up the new 
canes during heavy snow, Ice or wind­ 
storms.

A TASK FOR THE GOVERNMENT 


The Mississippi River flood disaster 
has reacher proportions where gov­ 
ernm ent financng fo relief operations, 
in addition to private aid, appears to 
be im peratively needed. 
W ith 
new 
breaks in levees being reported daily 
along the lower river, ami the home­ 
less now totaling more than 250,0(10, 
the task of caring for and rehabilita­ 
ting the refugees needs more financial 
assistance than even 
the 
generous 
American people can give. 
It has be­ 
come a national disaster and, there­ 
fore, a national 
and 
governmental 
problem. 
Seed and live 
stock 
have 
been destroyed and must be replaced. 
Buildings must be repaired or rebuilt 
altogether. 
Levees m ust be 
recon­ 
structed. 
Land in many places must 
be drained and got back in condition. 
Contamination of w ater supply and 
delayed planting 
will 
mean 
actual 
suffering on the part of 
thousands 
unless greater provision is made 
to 
care for this stricken population 
at 
once. 
It is too enormous a task for 
private aid or for the individual s ta t­ 
es affected by it. 
If ever there was need 
of 
actual 
governm ent financial 
help 
in 
any 
great disaster in the United States it 
is now. 
And if that aid can be given 
only by calling a special session 
of 
Congress to make the necessary ap 
propriation, it 
ought 
to 
be 
done. 
There will, it is annuonced, be a half- 
billion dollar surplus in 
the 
United 
States Treasury by June 30. 
W hat 
American citizen would begrudge the 
cost of a brief special session of Con­ 
gress and an adequate appropriation 
out of this superabundance? 
Presi­ 
dent Coolidge rejected the suggestion 
of Senator Robinson of A rkansas that 
a special session be called, but 
that 
was before the flood 
disaster 
had 
reached its present proportions. Now, 
with a great 
part 
of 
the 
nation’s 
greatest agricultural 
region 
facing 
destitution and want, there ought to 
be a reconsideration of the decision 
The St. Louis S tar, at the 
begin­ 
ning of this catastrophe, pointed out 
editorially that there could be no in­ 
surance against repetition 
of 
this 
flood 
unless 
engineers 
devised 
stronger and better type of levee than 
the old-time earth embankment. That 
editorial opinion is now reinforced by 
the 
statem ents 
of 
engineers who 
have observed flood conditions. The 
development of this protection is also 
a task for the 
federal 
governm ent 
th at ought to be undertaken at once. 
Congress should provide for immedi­ 
ate study of protection measures that 
will safeguard the Mississippi Valley 
region forever from the same 
or 
a 
greater disaster. 
Work 
should 
be 
started on these protection measures 
as soon as a survey can be completed. 
It should not be left to the individual 
states or to local levee boards, which 
have shown their inadequacy. 
The American people are rich and 
generous. 
President 
Coolidge 
has 
asked for ten millions for Red Cross 
work and it doubtless will be fo rth ­ 
coming. 
St. Louis, 
the 
metropolis 
and trade capital of this region, has 
given ungrudgingly. 
But in 
asking 
the people to shoulder this 
burden, 
the federal governm ent is shirking its 
own task. 
If it had exercised proper 
supervision in the first place the pres­ 
ent disaster would not have occurred. 
The 
governm ent 
therefore 
should 
remedy w hat governm ent neglect has 
caused. 
It should do for the stricken 
people of the 
Mississippi 
lowlands 
what this governm ent has done, 
in­ 
directly, for people of w ar-torn Eu 
rope.

The president, evidently impressed 
with the need for legislation to meet 
the further problem in the Mississippi 
basin, will make a study of this spec­ 
ial report preparatory to making re­ 
commendations to 
Congress. 
When 
he is through with the report he will 
subm it it to Congress for its study. 
The survey will be started soon a f­ 
ter Secretary of W ar Davis, who will 
accompany Secretary 
of 
Commerce 
Hoover to the flood 
area 
tomorrow 
night, arrives on the scene and has a 
conference w ith the engineering 
au ­ 
thorities in th at section. 
The president is not expecting 
at 
this tim e to make a personal inspec­ 
tion of the M ississippi country. W’hile 
discussing the question with 
callers 
today he doubted very much w hether 
such a mission on his part would 
be 
of any great value. 
It is questionable 
if he would be able to see very much 
of the actual flood itself and he is in­ 
clined to feel there is little he could 
learn th a t could not be obtained from 
others if he remained here in W ash­ 
ington. 
The president let is be known today 
that he does not anticipate th a t

extra session of Congress because of 
the flood emergency. 
He is convinced, however, th at huge

Water for drinking should alway» 
be available for the goslings.

A tightly cov­ 
ered kettle which will retain as much 
as possible of the steam Is dealrable, 
otherwise much of the flavor Is lost by 
evaporation.

pay for butterfat," says W. L. Cleven­ 
ger, specialist In dairy manufacturing 
at the North Carolina State college. 
"There are a large number of patrons 
who sell less than 200 pounds of but­ 
terfat annually. It costs Just as much 
to collect, weigh, test and otherwise 
handle a small quantity of cream as It 
does to handle a larger amount. It is 
a general rule that the smaller the 
amount of cream produced on a farm 
each day, the poorer the quality, be­ 
cause of the longer period between de­ 
liveries and the less care and atten­ 
tion given the cream while It Is on 
the farm." 
Those creameries which are now 
making the besU'grade of butter, man­ 
ufacturing It at the lowest cost per 
pound and selling the product for 
the highest market price, are the ones 
which get an average of 1,000 pounds 
of fat per farm, states Mr. Clevenger. 
This means that the product from five 
cows, each producing as much as 200 
pounds of fat per year, is being sold. 
Under such conditions, the cream­ 
eries can operate most profitably and 
the patrons also get a profit from 
their dairying. The average return is 
about five to ten dollars per cow per 
month.

Clevenger 
states 
that 
the 
creameries of North Carolina are pro­ 
ducing an excellent product, but It 
could be made still better. There are 
some farmers who are making money 
by shipping cream, but 
more 
are 
needed. There are too many farmers 
supplying cream who keep only one 
or two cow’g.

He then pointed out the Im­ 
portance of using past experience as 
a general basis of planning for the 
future, but he urged stock owners to 
making definite plans to utilise more 
fully public Information that can be 
had for the asking; food habits of the 
public, the extent of Imports and ex­ 
ports, and other Influences must be 
reckoned with In the business of meat 
production. 
Live stock owners were urged to 
study the research and experimental 
work which the federal and state gov­ 
ernments are doing and to become 
more familiar with laws and regula­ 
tions for the protection of the Indus­ 
try.

BUILDING SUPPLIES 
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Close Scrutiny Needed 
to Detect Cattle Mange 
Acting on statem ents from the leath­ 
er trade, which reports serious losses 
in hides owing to dem<>dectlc mange, 
the bureau of animal Industry, United 
States D epartm ent of Agriculture, has 
requested Its Inspectors throughout 
the country to be on the alert in de­ 
tecting this ailment. 
Demodectlc or follicular mange, as 
the same trouble Is sometimes called, 
affects principally cuttle, hogs and 
goats, though sheep nnd horses are 
sometimes attacked by the 
mange 
mites. 
One tanner reported that from 
4 to 35 per cent of hides from year­ 
ling cattle showed visible Injury from 
mange. 
Since the external lesions in live 
animals are often small, obscure, aud 
covered b^ hair, the symptoms and di­ 
rect economic losses are not pro­ 
nounced. 
This may explain why farm ­ 
ers and even veterinarians may not 
have become adept In detecting the 
lesions and recognizing their true na­ 
ture. 
As a means of determining the ex­ 
tent and distribution of this live stock 
aliment, the bureau of unlmal Indus­ 
try has Instructed Its Inspectors sta­ 
tioned at public stockyards to furnish 
monthly reports showing the number 
and species of animals examined and 
the degree of Infection found. 
Other 
persons Interested may obtain from 
the department, on request, directions 
for detecting demodectlc mange in 
live stock and for obtaining and mull­ 
ing sumpleg of mites, eggs, and secre­ 
tions 
for 
laboratory 
examination. 
The studies are l**iug conducted by 
the zoological division, bureau of au- 
raal Industry, United States D epart­ 
ment of Agriculture.

In Spring Cut Out and

The way black raspberries propa­ 
gate Is this: Late In the season, Sep­ 
tember and October, some of the new 
shoots bend over until they touch the 
ground and the tips take root, form­ 
ing new plants. 
These may be left where they grew 
until the following spring, when the 
parent cane Is cut off Just a few Inches 
above the new plant and you have a 
new stock of plants. The old fruiting 
plants never sucker, but a sufficient 
number of new shoots, later culled 
canes, come up each year to form a 
new bush. 
As soon as the berry season Is over 
or the following spring, cut out and 
burn all canes which have borne fruit. 
These are all through, will never hear 
again and If not removed will stand as 
dead brush. Many growers leave them 
until spring to help hold up the new 
canes during heavy sn»»w, Ice or wind­ 
storms.
